Kenkichi Yoshizawa, former coun- 
cillor of the Japanese legation at 
Peking, left here today for the 
Shantung peninsula to conduct a 
special investigation of conditions 
there preparatory to negotiations 
with China for the return of its 
sovereignty over the territory con- 
trolled by Japan under the Ger- 
man peace terms. 
The negotia- 


tions as indicated would be initiat- 
ed after ratification of the peace 
treaty by the privy council which 
officials said they expected would 
take place before September 15. 


Japanese officials said Japan is 


ready to make all enterprises in 
the Shantung, including railroads 
and mines, joint undertakings 
with the Chinese. 


Japan, it is said, had difficulty 


in inducing China to discuss the 
Shantung question. Failure of the 
Chinese delegation at Paris, it is 
said, to sign the peace treaty is 
proving to be a source of embar- 
rassment.

Zhnessvillc, July "0.— The Southeastern 


Ohio Electric Railway company's larne 
power plant npar Moxahala park will ho 
abandoned about August 1. and the en- 
tire machinery ami electrical equipment 
valued at $10*1.000 will probably he sold 
to the higgest bidder. 
"Hiis announcement was made by an 


official 
of the company, following a 


meeting Of the 
board of 
directors. 


While it was not definitely determined 
by the directors to sell the equipment. 
It Is understood, that many of them do 
not deem it feasible to maintain the 
plant solely for emergency purposes. 
Several concerns have already offered 
bids for the equipment and a final de- 
cision of the directors to sell, is ex- 
pelted to be reached at a future meet- 
ing.The decision of the directors to aban- 
don the plant is the result of an ex- 
periment started three months ago to 
ascertain whether it was cheaper to 
gerierate electricity, or have it furnish- 
ed by another company. Figures com- 
plied several days ago showed that hav- 
ing electricity furnished by another con- 
cern was by far cheaper than maintain- 
ing the plant. 
The Central Power company of New- 


ark, which has been supplying the pow- 
er for the Southeastern while the ex- 
periment was being made, will be award- 
ed the contract for furnishing the elec- 
tricity in the future. 
Although the power plant at Mox- 


ahala park was built over 14 years ago 
and has been operated steadily since. 
the machinery and electrical equipment

Prices went higher than ever before 
beoause a Chicago packing house opened 
what was said to be the largest fruit 
preserving plant in the world in the 
heart of the irtrawberry district of Del- 
aware and the eastern shore of Mary- 
land, and bought the product of every 
berry-producing fields virtually without 
regard to cost to meet the tremendous 
demand for Ice cream and soft drinks 
produced by the "dry" period. 


Strawberries that normally sold for 


from 5 to 10 cents a quart were snap 
d up at from 30 to 37 cents. 
The 


price to the customer never went below 
30 cents this season. Strawberry syrup 
for flavoring soda water formerly sold 
at fific a gallon, is now quoted at $3.50 
a gallon.

Farmers are slated. 
Many of them 


made a naverage of flOO an acre on 
their Ktraberry crop, and they are look- 
ing forward to big profits next year. 


The packers when the straberry sea- 


eon was over, sent their employes to 
other work and closed the factory.
